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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to an amendment filed on March 12, 2003. 

2. The amendment and submitted sequence listing fulfilled the outstanding formal 
requirements. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' invention is 
a method of evaluating protein-protein interactions using two-hybrid, three-cell system. The closest 
prior art reference, Vidal et al. (U. S. Patent No. 5,965,368), teaches identifying molecular 
interactions in a method in which interaction between three proteins is evaluated using two reporter 
genes in a single cell, but does not teach using a three-cell system. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
